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Preliminary Note: The previous office action is hereby vacated. The previous examiner 
indicated an objection to the specification under 35 USC 132 and alleged the introduction of new 
matter into the disclosure with the paper of 12/13/01. However, as the paper of 12/13/01 does not 
contain any amendments to the specification (it only contains claims 18-37), this rejection is 
apparently inappropriate and has been withdrawn. 

Claims 18-37 have been examined on the merits. 

Claims 18-37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claims 18-37 contain generally the same types problems and are repeated throughout the 
claims, so a summarization of these problems appears appropriate. 

(1) The preamble of each claim should end with the phrase "comprising:". 

(2) Whenever placing the word "said" or "the" before another word, that word has to 
have been previously used in the claim, or used in claim within the chain of dependency. 

(3) A claim should not set forth a negative limitation (i.e. does not use adhesive) and then 
re-introduce the limitation (i.e. does have adhesive) in claim that depends from it. 

(4) A claim should not set forth a negative limitation and then re-introduce the limitation 
in the same claim. 

(5) Claims should be constructed to avoid confusing the different terms that are used. For 
example, claim 32 refers to a "positioning means that include framing material that is elastic." It 
appears that applicant is trying to state that the frame is elastic. However, the positioning means 
is defined in claim 1 as a separate structure from the frame, and is not the same as the frame. 
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Claims 18-37 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

Applicant may contact the examiner to seek guidance on the completion of allowable 
claims for this application.
